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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The terms material flow model and strip shape 
model are not defined within the specification nor is there a positive recitation of elements that define these terms. As such these terms are 
read broadly. Jonsson discloses the "pre-determined set of flatness values" over the width of the strip (column 2, lines 64-67 and column 3, 
lines 4-12). Under the broader reading of these terms a predetermine set of values over the width of the strip is a model. As for the strip 
shape model, this is defined within the claim as "a relationship between intrinsic flatness ip and visible flatness vp". Jonsson discloses the 
model in column 3, lines 4-21. Here a difference is determined between the Mill Flatness Target (which reads on the ip) and the measured 
values (which reads on the vp) (column 3, lines 9-12) This is then fed back into the mill stand to control the deviation between the actual 
flatness and the target flatness (column 3, lines 12-19) (i.e. this discloses controlling the roll stand via the strip shape model). 
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
